Between the two the peo-
ple are inclined to believe that justice
wos more npearly approached in the
Niegenfind case than in that of the
other man. '

The agrioultoral experiment station
nt Lincoln has issued a very seasonable
doocument, just preceding Arbor day,
that should be in the possission of
every farmerand orchardist, and can
be obinined by merely addressing the
station. It is bulletin No. 79, and de-
taals the experiments conducted at the
state farm in orchard coultore. It
largely deale with the preparation and
trentment of the soil for orchards. It
ig an old-fashioned belief that in
orchards, especially young orchards,
there should be a crop of oats or
millet planted with the trees. This is
proven erronous by the experiments at
the station, where it was found that
clean and thorough cultivation gave
the best results during the sommer,
and the using of the ground for the
growing of vegetables gave the next
best results, 1t was likewise ascer-
tained that trees conld be ripened to
withstand the rigors of the winter to
the best advantage with a late cover
crop of millet, The orchard was
planted in 1901, That was an unus-
ually dry year aud it was found that
while but two trees had diled in the
clean cultivated plot, thirty nine had
died in that portion planted to oats.
Another plot was planted to vegetables,
one to corn, one to millet and in
another the weeds were permitted to
grow, but the clean cultivation gave the
best results, During the summer the
plot that was clean cultivated and the
one devoted to vegetables showed the
best results in development of the trees.
The diameter of trunks was 10.4.
Height in clean cultivated 5.9 and of
those where vegetables were raised six
feet; breadth of top in clean cultivated
2,9, and of vegetabte plot 8.2, In the
plot devoted to oats the result was as
follows: diameter of tronks 152,
height of trees 4.6, breath of tops two
feet. It is also shown that the orchard-
ist must know when to quit cultivation.
In the late cultivated crop five trees
were killed three were badly injured
and none were unhurt by the winter,
while with millet used as & cover crop,
three trees were badly injured and five
were nnhuort, showing a decided advan-
tage for the late cover crop for winter
protection and in ripening the wood of
the trees. These experiments are of
greav importance to those planning to
grow an orchard. The bulletin consists
of some thirty pages and is free for the
asking, ~

AUSTRIA MOBILIZES TROOPS,

Turk Promlises Ambu'ndon to 8end
Soldiers Into Disturbed Districts If
Trouble Does Not Socon Subside.
Russlan Consul at Death’™s Door.

London, April 6.—There is little fur
ther development in the Balkan crisis
gince Saturday. The rumor of the
doath of M. 8t, Cherbina, the Russian
congul at Mitrovitza, who was shot by
an Albanlan sentry, proves to have
been premature, but the consul's con-
dition I8 serious and symptoms of per-
ftonitls have appeared, It Is reported
that the Albanian eoldler who shot
him hns been sentenced to fifteen
years' hard labor.

The sultan 1g accused of fomenting
the recent revolt in Albania, A serles
of massfcrea are helleved to be near,
Russin and Austria are expected to
intervene,

According to a dlepateh from Con-
glantinople the Austrian, Russian and
British ambassadors have had audl-
ences with the sultan, on whom they
fmpressed the necessity of suppress-
ing the Albanian agltation. The sul
tan Informed them that In the event
of the fallure of the mission that he
digpatched to Albania, he would take
measures for the military occupation
of the disturbed reglon.

The Daily Mall's correspondent at
YVienna asserts that Austria has mobll-
fzed her Agram, Sarajevo and Temes-
var army corps In readiness to oceupy
Mitrovitza should such a measure be-
come necessary. The correspondent
further afirms that a dangerous agita-
tion exists among the Mohammedan
population of Bosnia and Herzegova-
nia, which is mecretly arming itself in
gpite of all official precantions with
the Intentlon, it Is feared, of emigrat.
ing Into old Servia to swell the ranks
of the Insurgent Albanians,

A telegram from Belgrade reports
that rioting has taken place there as
the outcome of a demonstiration
nrainst an objectionable police regula-
tion and many persons were wounded
in the course of the disorders.

Sofla, Aprll 8—The Macedonians
here held a requlem mass at the eathe-
dral for the repose of the souls of the
revolutionary DBulegarians  who were
killed at Karbintz!, where a band of
twenty-four Insurgents, under two
Bulgarian officers, were slaughtered
by Turklsh regulars. The portraits
of the leaders of the band, bound with
erape, were placed in the cathedral
and the officiating priest pronounced
a sermon In which he held up the
glorifving example of the vietims.
The edifice was crowded.

HOSTILITIES IN SANTO DOMINGO.

Government Troops Again Repulsed
by the Revolutionists.
Washington, April 6.—A report to
the navy department from Commander
Turner of the cruiser Atlanta at Santo
Domingo City shows another repulse
to the government troops, who made
an attempt to take the city from the
revelutionists, and that Commander
Turner was again compelled to land
bluejackete to protect the United
States consulate, He reports that
large government forces, commanded
by President Vasquez, are approach-
ing the town and attack 18 momentar-
{ly expected, The rebels are appar-
ently determined to resist. The gov-
ernment gunhoat Presidente again
bombarded the town, firing three shots
without Infury. All places of business
are closed and the situation Is ex-

tremely critleal.

BIG FIGHT FOR WYOMING LAND.

Quarter Filed on Five Times and in
Court for Nineteen Years.
Laramie, Wyo., April 6—By a de.
clsion of the state supreme court in
the land contest case of the govéern-
ment agalpst the Pirst National bank
of this city, a matter that has been
before the courts for nineteen years, is
at last gettled.

1880 Steinhoff was enjoined from tres-
passing upon the land and brought
suft to set aelde the judgment. He
was awarded the verdict and now

wants damages.

Aultman-Miller Failure,
